If El Paso gets the Jl.frOO.ftOO winter
resort on the north mesa, for "which
W. A. Fortner, of Chicago, Is here to
secure a site, it is up to the people
of 1 Paso to obtain the land for Mr.
Fortner's company at the price which
he has offered for It

This was the announcement of the
committee which waited on J. H. Na-
tions Tuesday afternoon in an effort
to get him to sell the land on which
he has a claim on the north mesa
at $6.50 per acre, the-pric- e offered by
Mr. Fortner. Mr. Nations suggested
to the representative of the committee
that if the people of El Paso wished
the resort they could raise a bonus to
cover the difference in what he con-
sidered the price of the land and that
which Mr. Fortner had offered him.
However, the representative of the
Chicago company said Wednesday
morning that he did not desire any
bonus, as he had made a cash offer
and that he did not wish to be under
obligations to anyone as the result of
a bonus" being raised. Mr. Nations
said that he did not care to discuss
the matter for publication.

Mr. Fortner expects to leave for
Chicago Thursday on the Golden State
limited. He will report to the com-
pany which he represents the result
of his effort to obtain the land. He 1

says he will not make any further
effort to secure the 'Nations land and
that his offer of J6.50 per acre Is the
highest he will make. However. a
number of the business men of El
Paso have taken up the matter and are
making an effort to secure the neces-
sary land for Mr. Fortner's company
at the price he has offered.

He held a conference with Z. T.
White and H. B". Stevens Wednesday
morning. The project was discussed
in detail and Mr. Fortner was offered
another site for the resort by Mr.
White. He will present this to his
Chicago company.

Estrada was placed on the stand and
asked, to tell the history of the mutiny
in Juarez. D. A. Richardson, attorney
for the Mexican government, objected
to this because he claimed that it was
not material. His objection was over-
ruled by the'commissloner.

Estrada's testimony showed that he
had acted in good faith with the
federal government, although forced, as
he asserted, to take funds from the
customs house with which to pay the
troops.

Thr Junrrx Mutiny.
"Just Before the. changing of the

guard Qn the ninth," said the witness,
"the soldiers came to,-m-e at the may6rs
office and said they did-no- t recognize
the government and cried "Viva Za-
pata. They freed the prisoners In jail
and began to shoot in the air and loot
the houses. Then they arrested me and
took me to the guard house.

"On the next day they freed me to
make me commander again, and I ac-
cepted because I .was their commander
and to favor the government and pro
tect the rights of the town. They
wanted to be naid. saying that if they
were not paid, they would take their
own means to pay themselves. They
told me to get the money from the
custom house, around which they had
placed a guard. I was compelled to do
so to prevent them from killing me or
looting the town. They respected my
orders and there "was no more looting.
When Gen. Orozco came. I went with
him to the city of Chihuahua."

Soldier Threatened 111m.
To the questions of the attorneys for

the defence. Col. Estrada said that the
mutineers .only appointed a new jefe
politico; that the cashier was in charge
at the customs house and that nobody
collected the duties. .

"The soldiers compelled me to get
the money from the customs house,"
said Estrada, stating that In all about
$12,000 was turned over. $4000 to pay
the troops and the remaining $8000 de-
posited by him and held for the gov-
ernment. Telegrams were shown as
evidence that Estrada had turned over
the $8000- to the district judge at thecity of Chihuahua, and receipts were
shown that he had , signed papers for
all money removed from the customs
house. "I recognized the government
of Madero," said the witness.

Not Arrested liy Gonzalez. j

It was further shown that Estrada!
went to Chihuahua with Gen. Orozco
and remained there 20 days, during ,
which time he said that both Gen.

Smith, who Is advanced in age, is
complaining of being ill, suffering from
fever.

To Look Into Cato'n Case.

Caraveo arrived with a few members
of his staff in a special on the Mexican
Central road, traveling in the private
car of Gen. Orozco, tne "Veta Rica."
Wednesday morning It was switched
from the Mexico North Western road
and will be sent south over this line
Thursday, and it Is rumored that it
will carry Gen. Orozco on this trip,
but the rebel leaders deny that he Is
yet ready to leave the frontier.

A special military train is to be
sent out of Juarez Thursday over this
line.

May Eiacustc Thursday.
Juarez residents Uelieve that the

evacuation of Juarez will take place'
Thursday, although rebels say that It
will not be until the federals arrive
in the vicinity of the town and they do
not believe this will be for at least six
weeks or two months. They do not wish
to leave Juarez now. as they are able
to get supplies through the port to the
forces below the city.

The customs duties of the rebels have
fallen off to a creat extent since the
embargo on freight has been in effect
on the Mexico North Western road and
many of the customs employes have
been let out for this reason. An ad-
ditional duty on goods bonded from
the federal section of the country into
rebel territory has been placed at 5
percent of the regular customs duty.

Mexico City, Mex'July 24. As a re-

sult of an attack on a train between
this city and Cuernavaca and other
attacks in the south as well as in the
north, it was unanimously decided at
a cabinet meeting yesterday to ask the
permanent commission of the chamber
of deputies to enact a law suspending
personal guarantees in several states.

Included in the districts which the
law will affect are the states of Chihua-
hua and Sonora, the northern part of
the state of Durango and a part of
Coahuila in the north, the states of
Morelos and Guerrero and parts of
Mexico, Puebla and Tlaxcala In the
south.

The law will be similar to that which
has previously been In force and will
amount to placing the disturbed por-
tions of the country under martial law.

This action has caused much comment
and it is admitted by a high official that
many acts of outlawry have taken
place in the north and on the west
coast which have surpassed anything
made known to the public through the
press.

It was also admitted that doubt is
entertained as to the loyalty of several
commanding officers of federal and
state troops.

It was learned through railroad offi-
cials that practically every bridge be-
tween Gomez Palacio and Hipolito .a
hundred miles east of Torreon on the
Monterey line, had been burned by the
rebels. It was hoped to gqt a train
through from this city to Torreon to-
morrow.

In view of the turn which the revo-
lution has taken in the south and the
north, the department of war in con-
junction with the president, has decided
to work out a new plan of campaign.
The army in the districts in which
some of the rurales are being musteredout will be increased. It is expected

Root, which creates a commission under the war department to investigate all
claims for damages by American citizens against Mexico.

The commission is to be composed of the inspector general and two other
army officers, who are to have full authority to conduct a thorough investiga-
tion. They will report to congress.

The resolution now goes to the house, and congressman Smith, of Texas,
who took the matter up immediately, is hopeful that it will be passed at an
early date.

Murder Smell of Police
Developments are expected to follow

closely a conference at which Harry

Whitman. Vallon gave himself up yes-
terday and was held by the coroner
without bail, for examination on a
charge of complicity in the murder.

Vallon, although its nature was not
divulged. All commissioner Dougherty
would say. was that Vallon "was in
the murder car and that an important
arrest was expected shortly.

From Vallon the district attorney
and commissioner Dougherty hope to
get the names of those "higher up"
who hired the gun men to slay Rosen-
thal. Mr. Whitman has thrown down
the gauntlet to the police department,
declaring that the "the murder smells
of police connivance."

Outside of Vallon. interest centered
in the appearance before the grand
jury of Mr. Rosenthal. He husband had
promised to tell district attorney Whit-
man what he knew about the alleged
partnership between the police and
New York gamblers. The district at-
torney now hopes to get many of the
facts from Mrs. Rosenthal, "who is be-
lieved to have had Intimate knowledge
of her husband's affairs.

Mrs. Rosenthal is believed to fcave
tcld the grand jury much about the
meeting her husband had with police
lieutenant Charles Becker, who accord-
ing to Rosenthal, was his silent partner
in his place.
